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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Noda 
et al. in U.S. Patent No. 5,603,851 , Girardin in U.S. Patent No. 4,367,392, 
Valenzuela in U.S. Patent No. 6,390,349, Umetsu et al. in U.S. Patent No. 
5,130,508, Schneider in U.S. Patent No. 4,547,647, Kajitori et al. in Japan Patent 
document No. 6-304,81 9 and Onaka et al. in U.S. Patent No. 5,077,457 are wire 
cutting electric discharge machines with threading apparatus. Valenzuela in U.S. 
Patent No. 6,390,349 discloses inducing a longitudinal force to a filament 
through fluid flow. Martin et al. in U.S. Patent No. 4,743,730 discloses cutting a 
wire electrode through electric current flow at a designated location by using a 
heat shield. Regarding claims 1 and 2, none of the references of record 
discloses or suggests, alone or in combination, an automatic wire threader, for 
threading a wire electrode through upper and lower wire guides, comprising: ... a 
heat retention unit, having a through hole through which the guide pipe can pass, 
provided between the upper and lower energized electrodes; a coolant supply 
unit for supplying coolant for cooling the wire electrode in the guide pipe; and a 
blocking fluid supply unit for supplying blocking fluid for preventing coolant 
flowing into the through hole of the heat retention unit.". Regarding claim 3, none 
of the references of record discloses, alone or in combination, an automatic wire 
threader, for threading a wire electrode through upper and lower wire guides, 
comprising:... a heat retention unit, having a through hole through which the 
guide pipe can pass, provided between the upper and lower energized 
electrodes; a coolant supply pipe for supplying coolant for cooling the wire in the 
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guide pipe; and a blocking plate for preventing coolant flowing into the through 
hole of the heat retention unit.".
